First 
his right baud was burned off; next, 
masses of flesh were torn from him 
with red-hot pincers and melted lead 
and rosin poured into the wound ; last- 
ly, a strong horse was attached to each 
of his four limbs and an attempt was 
made to tear him to pieces. 


After a considerable period it was 


found impossible to do this, and a mes- 
sage was sent for permission to cut the 
mnseles of the joints. It was refuted, 
and again an attempt was made to tear 
the limbs apart, but without success. 
A second time word was sent that the 
horses could not tear tbe dying wretch 
atnnder. Permission wat then given, 
and the mnseles were severed, but not 
until both legs and one arm had been 
torn off did the prisoner expire.'

WASHINGTON, August 9.—The doc- 


tori still maintain the opinion that the 
president's fever will begin to recede 
to-night and that ha will be better. 
This morning the president, to show 
that he could do it, wrote his name. 
He wrote "James A. Oarfield, August 
9,1881," in his natural band on a tab- 
let. 


Notwithstanding the surgical opera- 


tion performed upon the president yes- 
terday his condition to-day was not un- 
favorable. Throughout the night the 
patient slept naturally without ano- 
dynes. This morning his temperature 
and respiration were higher than during 
any day since tbe relapse of two weeks 
ago. This, however, the doctors attrib- 
ute to the etherization of yesterday. 
Dr. Agnew told Secretary tilaine last 
night that during to-morrow he looked 
for high pulse and temperature. After 
to-morrow he expected a marked im- 
provement in the president's condition. 
That he has faith in> his improvement 
is evinced by tbe fact tbat he left this 
afternoon at two o'clock for Philadel- 
phia. 


Throughout tbe city to-day there 


was considerable apprehension, a feel- 
ing that the doctors were concealing 
some of the worst features of the caw.

storm cloud appeared, accompanied by 
tlmoat incessant thunder and lightniaf. 
About 4 o'clock the citiiens were start- 
led by an almost unearthly roar to the 
west, and instantly a volume of water 
between^fonr aad 6ve feet high came 
rushing down Nevada tad Eureka-sts., 
taking everything by surprise. A heavy 
quartz team standing ou the street was 
overturned and carried down the stream 
like feathers. Rooks weighing five or 
six hundred pounds were rolled along 
the street* like pebbles. 
Animals and 


everything in the track of tbe flood 
were swept away. In an incredibly 
short time the streets were cleared of 
people, everybody seeking shelter. Dur- 
ing tbe flood large masses of debris 
were carried through the streets at tbe 
rate of fifteen miles an hour. Tbe 
whole length of the gulches ftum Ne- 
vadaville on tbe one side, and tbe bead 
of tbe Eureka on tbe other, present to- 
night the most desolate scene. The 
roadways are entirely destroyed, in 
many places the ruts being five or six 
feet deen and extending for hundreds 
of yards'. The entire length for about 
three miles is strewn with debris of ev- 
ery kind. At several points between 
Central and Black Hawk the debris is 
piled twenty-five feet high. Eureka 
street, for a distance of a quarter of a 
mile, is one mass of rocks and rubbish. 
On Warn street five feet of sand is de- 
posited. The flood was caused by the 
bursting of a rain cloud, and the entire 
west of the city, the [natural channel 
of the stream, became dammed, turning 
the water into the street. The only 
lots of life known at present is that of 
Joe'Berry, whose body was found in 
tbe Black Hawk. Tbe flood lasted but 
twenty minutes. Tbe damage is esti- 
mated at $50.000, sustained by the 
highway. A number of small houses 
upon it were washed away, and many 
residences and stores flooded, and mud 
and sand deposits on the floors and the 
cellars to the depth of several feet. 


Advices from Idaho Springs say it 


was the severest ever felt. Seven houses 
in Virginia Canon were carried away. 
A tix-year old girl was drowned, and 
nearly all the railroad and county bridg- 
es between the forks of the creek and 
Idaho were ewept away. Nearly all the 
houses ia the business portion of town 
were flooded and ths streets damaged. 
The damage to Idaho will amount to 
$20,000. It is estimated it will take a 
hundred men forty-eight hours to re- 
pair the damage to tha railroad tracks 
between Idaho and Floyd Hill. No 
trains are expected to arrive or depart 
in Central until late to-morrow.
